Round And Fight 


Tokyo, Oct. 5. 

North Korean forces 
stood and fought today for 
the first time since the 
South Korean forces 
crossed the 38th, Parallcl.

EXT year the moon 
will be on the tele- 
phone, Visitors to the 

South Bank Exhibition in 
London—the main centre of 
Britain 1951—will be able 
to rend a messuge there and 
back neross 477,720 miles 
of space in just two and on 
half seconds.

The Britlh Govemment today 
announced new assistance for ex- 
porters to dollar markets which

The new scheme, known as 
“Joint Venture,” guarantees an 
exporter to the United States or! 
Canada_aogtainst any loss resulting 
from his endeavours to increase 
the turn-over in these markets. 

The new system was described 
by a Government spokesman as 
being the most revolutionary form 
of export Insurance in force in 
any country.

The survey remarked that 
the remaining assets, thotgh 
substantial, “are more than 
outweighed” by overseas debts 
incurred by Britain during and 
after the war. 

In. the ten years, accordinst 
to the survey, the nominal 
value of British overseas invest- 
ments fell from £3,545 million 
to £1,000 million. For’ this 
loss of £1,585 milion nominal 
value, Britain received £1,352 
million in cash. 

This survey, which was very 
detailed, was  an_ innovation 
from the Bank of Enginnd. In 
recent years the Bank has been 
criticised for publishing nothing 
except a highly — uninformative
